TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sunapee in the County 
of Sullivan in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at I. O. O. F. Hall in said 
Sunapee on Tuesday, the (12th) Twelfth day of March, next 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


ARTICLE 38. To hear the reports of the Selectmen, 
Treasurer, Auditors, Agents and Committees, or other officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$2,000.00 to pay on its bonded debt and $560.00 for interest 
on its notes and bonds and pass any. vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$1,850.00 for Town Officers Salaries, $900.00 for Town Officers‘ 
Expenses, $400.00 for Election and Registration, $100.00 for 
‘the Municipal Court, $500.00 for Repairs and Expenses of 
Town Buildings, $1,200.00 for the Police Department, $25.00 
for Vital Statistics, $4,000.00 for the Fire Department, $100.00 
for the Health Department, $1,500.00 for the District Nurse 
Association and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$11,000.00 for Highways and Bridges, $3,500.00 for Road Oil, 
$2,000.00 for Grader and Roller Maintenance, $8,000.00 for 
Snow Removal and Sanding, $1,800.00 for Street Lights and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$455.60 for the Library, $2,100.00 for Town Poor, $750.00 for 
the care of its Cemeteries, $5,000.00 for the Water Depart- 
ment (including debt and interest), and to set aside from the 
highway appropriation $563.49 for Class V. Town Road Aid 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 
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ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$150.00 for the Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee Region and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$400.00 for White Pine Blister Rust and pass any vote relat- 
ing thereto. | 

ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will instruct its Select- 
men to hire money in anticipation of taxes for the years 1946 
and 1947 and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
$150.00 to assist in the maintenance of the Information Booth 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will yote to raise 
$350.00 to assist the Fish and Game Club to Fh dee Hi Lake 
Sunapee and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to install 
(10) ten lights at Mt. Sunapee, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 for Band Concerts at 
Sunapee Harbor during July and August, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to continue 
the Electric Lights on Lake Ave. from near the cottage of 
Carl Corliss through to the Stone Church near Burkehaven for 
purposes of safety and convenience for those using this Ave. 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 16. To see what action the Town will take 
regarding building a road on the West side of Perkins Pond 
for the benefit of cottage owners, raise and appropriate 
money for same, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise the 
sum of $2,500.00 for the development of a War Memorial to 
be erected on the Dewey Woods recreational area, overlooking 
the Lake, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will elect to approve 
of the inclusion of its officers and employees in the Employees 
Retirement System of the State of New Hampshire, which 
system is provided for by chapter 27-A of the Revised Laws, 
as inserted by chapter 183 of the Laws of 1945, and as 
provided by chapter 201 of the Laws of 1945 and any sub- 
sequent amendments thereto. 
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ARTICLE 19. If the town votes in the affirmative on 
the preceding article: 

To see if the Town will vote to pay the above cost 
(about $825.00) from the respective department of employees 
for the coming year.

Basketball players examined by Dr. John H. Munro during 
the past year numbered twenty-three in January and twenty- 
eight in November. 


In 'May T. B. Skin Patch Tests were given to ninety-seven 
pupils and school personnel with two positive reactions in the 
high school and six in the school personnel. These were 
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followed up by chest x-rays which showed no positive findings. 
This examination was made possible by the N. H. T. B. Asso- 
ciation and the tests were given by Miss Cluffie Gobie, the 
County T. B. Nurse and Miss Elizabeth Carriel who is em- 
ployed by the N H. Board of Health. 


In June a dental clinic was conducted at the school for 
two days by Dr. E. F. Keane with sixteen pupils receiving 
complete care. This clinic was financed by Lake Grange, 
Crescent Rebekah Lodge and the Bartlett Fund. Considerable 
dental work has been done for school pupils aside from the 
clinic through the generosity of the Bartlett Fund. 


During the past year at the school, there have been three 
cases of scarlet fever, fourteen cases of mumps, eight of 
chicken pox, two of whooping cough and one of measles. 
Three cases of Vincent’s Angina and one of scabies were 
excluded until danger of infection was past. 

In September, Mrs. Edith P. Harrison was elected presi- 
dent of the local board of public health nursing and Mr. Cleon 
Ruffle was appointed as a member of the board. 

I wish to thank the people of Sunapee, including the Board 
of the Lake Sunapee Nursing Association, the doctors, parents, 
teachers, local organizations and the town officials for the 
cooperation given to our nursing program.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
PREVENT FOREST FIRES—IT PAYS 


An average of 7,300 acres of woodland are burned over 
by forest fires in New Hampshire each year destroying many 
thousand dollars worth of property of all description. It costs 
many additional thousands of dollars and requires valuable 
man hours, taken from other essential work, to extinguish 
them. These losses affect the personal fortunes of the owners, 
and town and state economies. Everyone loses because of 
them. 

Analysis of fire reveals the fact that more than 98 percent 
of all forest fires are, consistently, the result of human care- 
lessness and are preventable! 

We have been extremely fortunate during the past few 
years. Favorable fire weather and war time restrictions on 
travel which kept people off the highways and out of the 
woods have aided materially in reducing fire risks, keeping 
fires fewer and fire losses low. 
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We now face changed conditions. People can travel 
freely. Their love for travel and the freedom of the woods 
will bring them out in ever increasing numbers. This will 
step up the fire risks materially. The accelerated cutting of 
the war years has resulted in additional thousands of slash 
acres. These factors, combined with a possible dry season and 
human carelessness could easily produce a catastrophe. Every- 
one must, consequently, be on his guard. He should: 


1. Be careful with fire or when smoking in or near 
woodlands. 


2. Cooperate with the local forest fire warden and his 
deputies by: 

a. Abiding cheerfully with whatever restrictions it may 
be necessary to impose. They are intended only to 
be helpful. 

b. Securing permits to burn debris when the ground 
is not covered with snow. 


c. Seeing that others comply with the requirements. 


d. Promptly coming to the warden’s assistance when 
needed. 


If these few fundamental practices are followed it will 
be possible to PREVENT a large proportion of FOREST FIRES 
from starting—that PAYS!

During the war he was 
an inspector of airplanes. 

Miss Alda Brown resigned for another position. As her 
successor we were fortunate to secure Mrs. Alice Nickerson, 
another one of our former successful teachers. 

Miss Ruth Densmore accepted another position. Her place 
is filled by Mrs. Vivian Lancaster, a graduate of Salem ( Mass.) 
Teachers College. 

Miss Shaughnessy, supervisor of music, is studying this 
year at Columbia University. The new supervisor is Miss 
Ruth Berube, a graduate of Lowell Teachers College. 

At the Christmas vacation (1945) Miss Thelma Jordan 
resigned on account of her health. Her successor is Mr. 
Elson Herrick, a graduate of Keene Taechers College. He 
formerly taught grades 7 and 8 at New London. ;

Our benefactor, Hon. John H. Bartlett, has added another 
gift of $1,000.00 to further develop the school grounds. He 
has most generously provided the means for carrying out his 
project “to complete the educational purposes of a forum for 
public speaking which I have heretofore given and to improve 
the school property and grounds.’’ The total amount of the 
fund is now $4,900.00. 

The citizenship medal, awarded to a pupil in the eighth 
grade by the Sons of the American Revolution, was presented 
to Madeline Dinkins. 

At the graduation of the class of 1945 Dorothy Rollins 
was valedictorian and Edythe Collins was salutatorian. Edythe 
Collins is attending Keene Teachers College. Leona Ruggles 
is at Plymouth Teachers College. Dorothy Rollins is working 
in the Carrie F. Wright Hospital in Newport and will take 
training for nursing. 

Last year we started a guidance program by giving to 
Juniors tests which indicate their interests and abilities. The 
headmaster held conferences to aid pupils in planning their 
future training or employment. We also furnished a voca- 
tional guidance magazine and pamphlets. The schools have 
a responsibility for planning careers as well as_ teaching 
esential courses. 

Basketball was emphasized last year as a school sport. 
Mr. Millett coached about ten boys and Mrs. Campbell coached 
about fourteen girls. This year twelve boys are playing 
basketball under the direction of Mr. James Jordan and nine- 
teen girls are playing under Mrs. Dorothy Jones. 

The arduous work of administering schools in these 
disturbed times is made appreciably lighter by the hearty 
cooperation of all connected with the schools.
